BAGH 

'BAGH' prints derive their name from the small town of 
'Bagh' in Dhar district of Western Madhya Pradesh.The 
natural dyes embossed on simple cotton fabric create 
different geometrical shapes.The prints have a tonal 
and three-dimensional effect. 

The Bagh printers have dexterously preserved the art 
of extracting vegetable colours. But, in the era of 
globalization, use of chemical colors in printing has 
discouraged their artistic pursuits and hit hard at their 
age-old traditions, bringing them closer to identity 
crisis. In order to save the original methods of printing 
and encourage the traditional Bagh printers, a journey 
started to enhance the mundane methodologies of 
printing and Mrignayanee is one of the saviours in the 
journey.
